Are Busy Making Zepps 


A Palace of Salt 


Walla of tha Min., if Wla'lczka am- 
tor Like Diamonoe 

Id Galicia ■•van ml 1m from the an¬ 
cient city of Cracow around which the 
warring PruMlans and Ruaalana arc 
fighting for supremacy, la located the 
famous aalt mine of Wlelloska. 

The mine has been actively worked 
ever since Its discovery, almost seven 
hundred years ago. At the preseat 
time the excavations reach a depth of 
more than a thousand (ecu 

The descent Into the mine Is made 
by shafts and staircases. The latter, 
being carved entirely of rock salt, 
sparkle so brilliantly that one feels at 
each step as though he were treading 
upon crystal glass. Before reaching 
the bottom of this great cavern It Is 
■soseeary to travel over many of these 
beautiful stairways, for the mine of 
Wtellctka Is divided Into three dis¬ 
tinct compartments called fields; each 
field consists of seven storiM and each 
story Is made up of several chambers. 

Some of these chambers are a hun¬ 
dred feet high, a hundred feet long 
and eighty feet wide. They are left 
in the process of excavation, and when 
any addition Is required It is built 
with salt and water. Masses of salt 
are piled one upon another and water 
Is thrown over them dissolving a por¬ 
tion of the salt, which fills up the cre¬ 
vices. When the water evaporatM It 
loaves a solid mass. Columns of salt 
are left to support the roof. 

As there are no springs at so great 
depth, the air Is very dry, and every¬ 
thing Is kept in the most perfect state 
of preservation. 

One of the largest chambers Is used 
as a ballroom where gayly dressed 
men and wtynen gild over the smooth, 
shining floor to the strains of Straus's 
M Beautiful Blue Danube** waits. 

In another chamber the nobles of 
Austria and their friends sometimes 
attend banquets. On these occasions, 
when the light fells upon the walls, 
celling and pillars, the Immense room 
looks liks a palace carved out of aqua¬ 
marine. 

But the most wonderful thing In the 
great aalt mine of Wlellcxka is the 
chapel of 8L Anthony, where the floor, 
walls, celling, altar, niches, pedestals 
and statUM are all of solid salt, yet 
everything Is so translucent that a 
torch held behind one of the statues 
■hows light through Its thickest part 
When the chapel is lighted everything 
In It sparklM as though studded with 
countless diamonds.—L. G. Randall, In 
Harper’s Weekly.

EDWARD GREY GIVES THE REASONS FOR THIS 


Sir Rider Hig^ird is Making ■ World Tour With the Object of 
Investigating the Opportunities for Empire Building at 
The Conclusion of the Wdr) 


British Government Cannot Agree That Belgian Industries Can 
Be Maintained, While Germany Continue to Drain 
The Country of Ita Resources 


Blr Rider Haggard has left Eng¬ 
land on a trip around the world, wl*h 
a mission from the Royal Colonial In¬ 
stitute to investigate the chancM of 
emplre-bulldlng after the war. Hla 
plan, barked by the Institute and Its 
Important official#, Including Lord 
Curson, la to prsvent the emigration 
to foreign OuuntrlM of aoldiers and 
their tamlltee afte. the war. and to 
direct ateady streams of these war 
veterans to the British coionlM— 
South Africa. Australia. New Zealand, 
Canada, and the many insular colonies 
—thus recruiting the population with a 
sturdy and inteUigani class, and hold¬ 
ing them within the British empire. 

It la the latest phase of the Imperial 
movement, which seeks to bind to¬ 
gether the Mother Country and the 
oversea dominions into a vast confeo- 
•racy. 

While he Is ons of the Interesting 
literary figures of England, he la be¬ 
sides a Justice of the peace of hla 
home town In Norfolk and a student 
on land settlement, unemployment, 
and agriculture, and this qua.location 
led to his choice se commies loner. 

He will go first to South Africa, then 
eastward to the Straits Settlements. 
Australia, New Zealand, and will be In 
the United 8tates and Canada next 
summer or fall, going from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic. 

*T am going to inquire.** said Sir 
Rider, “Into the possibilities of the 
British empire, with reference to land 
settlement and employment of ex-ser¬ 
vice men after the war. It Is obvious 
that, during the turmoil and change of 
conditions resulting from so grsat a 
struggle, a large number of men will 
beoome dissatisfied with their former 
employment 

**I am going merely to Inquire and 
report and to fora, my own conclu¬ 
sions from wbst 1 see. That, I think. 
Is s useful work, since It Is foolish to 
put off such InvMtlgatlons till the war 
ends, whan there would be great diffi¬ 
culty In dealing with the matter. In¬ 
deed. the problem of land settlement 
Is one which cannot be tackled In a 
hurry. My conclusions will be em¬ 
bodied in my report to the Royal Col¬ 
onial Institute, and perhaps In a book 
on the landed and other resources of 
the empire ‘ Referring to the class 
of war veterans who would go out to 
replenish the colonial empire. Sir Rid¬ 
er said: “Such men as are being con- 
i.dered as possible emigrants would, 
of course, taken as a whole, be of the 
very highest class, soldiers and sailors 
who had been under discipline and 
shown themselves to poesM the best 
qualities of manhood. Any portion of 
the colonies should be proud to see 
such men and their womankind arrive 
as an addition to their population, and 
1 am quite sure many parts of the

Aviation 7 naLongir Considered Exper- 
ImentalVbut an Actual Factor In 
Moosrn Public Service 
Aeroplane mall-carrying Is how 
recognised by the United SlalM 
Postmaster-General, and makers of 
aeroplanes and hydroplanes are In¬ 
vited to tqnder on carrying the malls 
on some Important ooaal routes. The 
announced objects of tbs Innovation 
are the Improvement of the service 
and the development of the science 
of aviation. One route selected in 
Southern Massachusetts, from Nsw 
Bedford across Busxard’s Bay and 
Nantucket Sound to Nantucket, stop¬ 
ping twice on intervening Islands, is 
about 66 miles. Two hours are al¬ 
lowed for the trip.

Big Government Scheme to Care for 
Agricultural Nesds of ths 
Nation 

Ths London Daily News gives soma 
details of the government plans to 
organise s recruiting campaign for 
women to tilt tho soil. 

It is proposed to issue an armlet to 
women willing to undertake farm 
work, and that they will be entitled 
to wear a special uniform. 

Every village will be canvassed by 
woman's committees, and all who vol¬ 
unteer will be registered and given 
an armlet and uniform, which consists 
of a coat, stout boots, skirt and gait¬ 
ers. 

Already 260.000 men have been 
withdrawn from the field of agricul¬ 
ture, and It Is anticipated that a fur¬ 
ther 100,000 will be lost to this occu¬ 
pation. Practically only the sheep 
herders, ploughmen and others who 
are Indispensable will remain. 

It Is essential that an army of at 
least 400.000 women be mobilised.

Experts on Marketing Eggs 

Good Advice for Farmers and Poultry 
Breeders on an Important Subject. 


Locating German Oil Supplies 

Ruses Adopted by the Hnetny to Supply 
Their Submarines With Necessary Fuel. 


Co-operation In marketing egga and 
dressed poultry were the subjects be¬ 
fore the Foul try men a convention held 
at Winnipeg recently. The addressea 
were practical and many quMUons 
were asked and answered. 

R J. Allen, of the Dominion de¬ 
partment of agricultures poultry 
branch, spoke on co-operation M 
thought local problems should be met 
first. The war had opened an oppor¬ 
tunity to Canadian poultrymcn to get 
a fair share of the British egg mar¬ 
ket 

The Canadian egg occupied fourth 
place on the British market. The 
order was Danish, Dutch. Irisb and 
Canadlhn. 

Mr. Allen said the Canadian egg 
Should stand second at leaat. There 
were causes for the Canadian egg 
falling down In the export trade. The 
cause was found In that the producer 
had no Incentive for making him 
anxious to produce a good egg. The 
country merchants and egg dealers 
gave the farmer no extra price for 
extra good egga. He got aa much for 
a poor egg m a good one The* 
farmer usually received trade and 
did not know what he really got. Any 
eyatsm which would remedy the mat¬ 
ter meant a change In marketing and 
a price according to quality The 
proposed poultry stations, for co¬ 
operative egg handling and poultry 
fattening, would attempt to solve the 
problem 

Mr. Allen explained how co-opera¬ 
tive associations would be formed for 
egg marketing A central grade sta¬ 
tion would be neceaeary, which would 
have to be located In Winnipeg, and 
the manager of which would make re¬ 
turn* to ehlppera. 

Mr Allen aaid that no province In 
tho Dominion was producing poorer 
egge than Manitoba It was folly to 
md poor eggs to London in aa at¬ 


tempt to capture Lhe British market. 
The war had given Canadian poul 
trymen an opportunity to get a foot¬ 
ing In the English market, but they 
had to send classy stuff. John Bull 
turnfcd up hla nose at Inferior egga. 

Just now Manitoba was importing 
eggs from St. Louis. Mo. They 
brought 2046 cents per doxen hore 
in carload lota. The bottom had fall¬ 
en out of the United Slates market 
and theee 81 . Louis eggs were good 
value at the money. They were 
April product and of good claaa 

Mr. Allen said that If the egg trade 
was left In the hands of the local 
storekeepers and tho wholesale 
merchants there would never be any 
marked Improvements 

Mr. Allen said tbe co-operative as¬ 
sociations could also handle dressed 
poultry. 

Prof. R. K. Baker, of Saskatoon, 
■poke on the cooperative marketing 
of poultry. Manitoba had a large 
city with a cold atorage system. Al¬ 
berta had two cities and a cold atbr- 
age system. Saskatchewan had not 
as large cltlM or aa good facilities 
Tho farmers had been advised to 
hold their egge In tho summer and 
preserve them for their own use later 
on. or for the early winter market. 

Tho prairie pfbvlncea were not 
growing any poultry products which 
could be allowed to waste. Local 
market was the beat possible market 
If not glutted. It could be fed the 
year around with profit, but even

The Spring Fire-Peak. 

If the forest fire danger were 
represented by a line rising juid 
failing as the danger increased or 
decreased there would be a sharp 
rise or ‘peak’ in the few weeks 
after the winter snow leaves the 
woods. This is so much the case 
that the term ‘spring fires'is well 
known to every forester. The 
ground is dry, the dead leaves 
are sapless and tindery, and ht 
least spark may start a fire that 
will sweep whole miles of 'oust. 
All who go to the woods are cau¬ 
tioned to see that they are espec¬ 
ially careful to put out complete¬ 
ly their camp fires and to see 
that no firesstart from matches, 
pipes, cigar stubs or fire arms. 

Canada has many fire' guard¬ 
ians on duty at this season, but 
if these rules are observed much 
more lumber will be saved than 
can be saved through the most 
strenuous eforts of fire fighters. 
The time to stop a forest fire is 
before it starts. 

Canada is in a war that is tax¬ 
ing her resources, and every pat¬ 
riotic citizen will do all he can to 
prevent the enemy being helped 
by the destruction of Canadian 
resources.

Rumored That ■ Monster Machine 
Will goon be Put te Uee 

An American built aeroplane toon 
to be used In the war, which will 
cary a 9-centlmetre gun and which 
will be six times as large as the new 
German Fokker monoplanes, was 
described by G. Dooglas Wardrop, 
editor of the Aerial Age, In an ad¬ 
dress to the cadets and Instructors 
of the United Slates Military Acad¬ 
emy. 

After stating that the serial equ'p- 
ment of the United States army was 
In every way Inadequate, Mr. War- 
drop aald: “We have beard very 
much of late concerning the Fokker 
monoplanes, the machine that spirals 
to a tremendous altitude and then 
darts directly down upon lla oppo¬ 
nent. meantime showering a hail of 
deadly bullets upon Ita adversary 

"We In tils country are quietly 
preparing a monster machine that 
will represent the conquest of *v?:i 
the latest German achievement. Tbit 
aeroplane will be six times larger 
than any yet tried. It can carry 
sufficient gasoline to give a speed 
of seventy-five miles an hour tnd a 
cruising range of more than 609 
miles. The horsepower consists of 
■even motors, six of 160 horsepower 
each and one of 40 horsepower. With 
about eight passengers, this machine 
has a further capacity for carrying 
700 gallons of gasoline, sixty gallons 
of oil and a useful load of S.000 
pound*. By decreasing the 3.000 
pound cargo the number of passen¬ 
gers can be approximately Increased 
to thirty. A total weight of 11,000 
pounds can be carried through the 
air. The machine Is built with three 
planes, spreading 133 feet. The length 
is sixty-eight feet. 

"This will be the type or bombard¬ 
ing aeroplane that will be used on 
German ports In the early spring 
Many of the type are now under con¬ 
struction. 

“A new gun which gives no recoil 
will be uaed In this monater ‘plane. 
It constats of a tube in which two 
■hots are simultaneously discharged 
by a tingle explosion. One shot, the 
deadly steel shell, speeds down to¬ 
ward the enemy; n second, which Is 
made of sand. Is discharged back¬ 
ward. As a result there is no recoil 
from the gun. This new gun will 
throw e shell nino centimetres In 
diameter." 


R. J. C Stead Delivers an Intereating 
end Thoughtful Addreae 

An interesting and thoughtful ad¬ 
dress on ‘‘Business Morality” was de¬ 
livered reently beforo the Calgary 
Fortnightly dub by M. Robert J. C. 
Steed, the well known author. There 
was a large attendance and the novel¬ 
ty of Mr. 8lead‘e observations were 
discueeed. analysed and supplemented 
when the meeting was opened. The 
speaker. In part, said: 

There are many conceptions of mor¬ 
ality, and many tedious definitions 
that might be qboled, but In the end 
we will arrive at the principle that 
morality la right living. Morality is 
not religlou, but It 1* an outgrowth of 
religion, as It Is from religion we get 
our conception of what constitutes 
right living. The basic principle of 
the Chrtstisn religion is the golden 
rule—"Do unto others as you would 
that they should do unto you"—which, 
translated Into commercial phraseolo¬ 
gy, may be . called the gospel of the 
square deal. 

Business, for the purpose of this 
discussion. Is confined to commerc.sl 
transactions; In short, to buying and 
selling. We are all buyers. We must 
buy our clothing, food, shelter, amuse¬ 
ment, education, and much of our suc¬ 
cess In life i$ dependent upon uur 
ability and discrimination as buyers. 
And we are all sellera We sell either 
goods or services. These two acts, 
buying and selling, constitute our bus¬ 
iness relations with society. 

The square deal means giving hon¬ 
est value and getting honest value, 
but this Immediately demands a stand¬ 
ard of honest alue. The modern con 
cep*.Ion of supply and demand as s 
basis of honest value must be chal¬ 
lenged as Illogical end Immoral A 
pound of coal will only give to much 
heat whether U be taken from a thou¬ 
sand tons or out of the last scuttlsful 
A house only gives eo much room end 
shelter, whether In boom deye or per¬ 
iods of dspresslon. For sn honest 
basis of value we mus*. consider, not 
supply and demand, but service ren¬ 
dered and oust or production. 

As, however, we are not dealing 
with ideal conditions, ws must en¬ 
deavor, as far as possible, to apply 


Addrese by Prof. Bedford on the Sub¬ 
ject of Clean Land for Producing 

Clean Bead 

There are several reasons why 
land iutended for seed production 
should be as free as possible from 
weeds. 

Weeds absorb soli moisture, sn 
sbuudsnce of which Is one of the 
essentials In the production of large 
yields of grain. This Is particular*/ 
true when speaking of the western 
provinces, for our rainfall la some¬ 
what limited, and we Lead It ail. 
Without sufficient eoll moisture the 
plant will lack vigor, the strew will 
be short, the ear under-sixed and not 
well Ailed, Insufficient moisture will 
also reduce the size of the kernel 
and lessen Its weight per bushel. 

The amount of water absorbed 
and given off by the leaves Is some¬ 
what remarkable. One authority 
■sys that one weed plant an inch in 
diameter at the base, and having a 
leaf surface of about 69 square feet, 
has been known to transfer throuKh 
Its leaves one pound four ounces of 
water in 34 hours. Another writer 
§eys en average mustard piaut 
pumps from the soil about 14 ounces 
of water per day, and a sunflower 
may absorb S3 ounces In on* day. 

Weeds Injure the grain by crowd¬ 
ing; all living plants must hsve a 
certain amount of space for the cir¬ 
culation of air and moisture, end to 
be open to the llfe-glvlng warmth 
and light of the sun. When crowded, 
even among themselves, they cannot 
thrive, and If this needed space Is to 
any extent occupied by weeds the 
returns from the crop must be cor¬ 
respondingly lees. Weeds are no¬ 
toriously more resistant to drought, 
more rapid t. growth, more sturdy 
of habit and more tenacious of life 
than the cultivated plants that they 
•hade, drown or starve out 

Adam Dickson, as long ago as 1733, 
said in his treatise on agriculture: 
"Weeds are nourished by the same 
food that would nourish useful 
plants, and therefore when allowod 
to grow along with them must rob 
them of part of their food. Experi¬ 
ence convince* the farmer of the 
truth of this; for he finds that his 
crop is bad In proportion to tho 
quantity and kinds of weeds with 
which hi* land Is Infested." 

Some weeds serve as host plants, 
for injurious fungi and rust, smut 
and mildew, may be transferred 
from them to useful plants. Weedy 
stubbles are often a breeding ground 
Tor cut worms, flea beetles sod other 
Insect plagues. 

Sheaves of grain containing any 
considerable quantity of weeds are 
difficult to cure, and are frequently 
the cause of grain heating In the 
stack, bln or elevator, thus seriously 
Injuring Ue germinating power. 
Weeds mean extra labor In cleaning 
the threshed grain, and In some In¬ 
stances It is almost Impossible to 
make a perfect separation with the 
machines In common use. For In¬ 
stance. It la exceedingly difficult to 
separate wild oats from cultivated 
oats, or chess and corkle from wheat 
Darnel Is difficult to separate from 
barley, etc.

Two Incident* In my own exeprl- 
ence will Illustrate this point, in the 
autumn of 1906. 1 visited a farm In 
this province, whsrs 1 understood the 
owner made a specialty of growing 
seed grain. I found one small patch 
of about one-half aero which bad 
been hand picked and was fairly 
free of noxious weeds, but every 
other field on the farm was practi¬ 
cally smothered with noxious weeds 
It Is needless to stats that I did not 
purchase any a*ed from that farm. 

Again, In 1908, wishing to purchase 
a large quantity of seed grain for 
ths federal government, 1 Inspected 
the growing crop on a 2.000 acre 
farm In the west This farm, I un 
derstood. made a specialty of grow¬ 
ing seed oats for the United 8tates 
market On inspecting the growing 
crop I found the virgin soil of every 
field bad been broken deeply the 
first year, then disked and aown the 
same season with flax, and the crop 
showed ths evil of this practice. 

There was not an acre of the whole 
farm but what was contaminated 
with from two to five kinds of wild 
mustard Thera was certainly a 
large amount of many-cclored blot 
soma In avery field, but the farm did 
not appeal to me as a promising 
source from which to procure clean 
seed grain, and 1 left without max¬ 
ing a purchase.

Protection of Wild Life 


The Wretchedness 
of Constipation 


lams Measures Essential to the Con¬ 
servation o. Canada's Wild Birds 
and Animala 

If the wLd Ilfs of Canada Is to re¬ 
ceive proper protection. It la essential 
that several Important slope be taken 
with the least possible delay The fol¬ 
lowing measures are not mentioned .n 
the order of their relative importance, 
for each of them is essential to a 
complete system of protection and 
merits the wholwbearteu advocacy of 
every public-spirited citlten. 

(1) Careful revision of the provln 
clai acts governing the protection of 
insectivorous birds, to ensure that no 
valuable species are Included on the 
"black list " 

(5) Negotiation of a migratory 
bird treaty between Canada and the 
United States. 

(3) The selection of suitable sresj
